U nder the provisions 
of the Rose county option law, under 
which Columbiana county was voted 
dry, shipm ents of intoxicants may be 
consigned to individuals 
residing in 
dry territory for their own use only, 
not to be sold by them or given away 
In public places. 
The consignm ents to th e W ashing­ 
tonville 
saloons 
are 
received 
in 
Columbiana county, and the question 
now arises as to w hether or not these 
ere violations of the Rose law. 
Ship­ 
ments ih tu rn are made front one of 
these saloons to Salem consum ers and 


these likewise are billed from th e Erie 
depot. 
There is a slight technicality, 
how­ 
ever, which may be able to protect the 
saloonists in this case. 
Although the 
W ashingtonville postoffice is situated 
within Columbiana county, freight and 
express is billed out from the Erie 
depot signed “W ashingtonville, Mahon­ 
ing county, Ohio,” and the consignors 
may take advantage of this point. 
As it is illegal to ship wet goods 
under false names and to false 
ad 
dresses, it would be impossible for the 
saloonists to evade the law in this 
manner, and the test of present con 
ditions at W ashingtonville may prove} 
a fatal one to the saloonists there. 
It 
is understood that there has been some 
consideration given to the suggestion 
that the consignments be sent to the 
Erie station 
a t 
Greenford, but 
as 
Green township, Mahoning county, is 
dry, the saloonists would be baffled in 
this move. 
The only rem aining way 
out of the situation would be for the 
Erie company to establish a depot on 
the Mahoning county side of Washing, 
tonville.

trees 
m ay he sucred a t wholesale 
prices for planting on private prop­ 
erty, th e Norway maples being esp?- 
cialy desirable on account of their 
rapid growth, which is not attended 
by the 
undesirable 
ramifications oi 
the poplar. 
Ordinary m aples are frequently se 
cured in the woods near town, 
but 
they are often merely feeders which 
prove to be parasites gaining their life 
from nearby trees, and when trans­ 
planted possess merely enough life to 
exist and bear 
leaves, bu t 
remain 
stunted and do not come to the fine 


form of those trees which are planted 
from shoots and thrive upon their own 
substance. 
The planting plan of the flower beds 
has been changed to make them more 
adequate for shrub planting, and while 
the sam e area of feet has been re­ 
tained, 
the designs have been 
so 
changed as to have better effect and 
results from the shrubs interm ingled 
with the perennials. 
A special shady 
location will probably be selected for 
the planting of a lot of Rhododendrons, 
to secure the best result w ith which it 
is necessary to give the preparation 
of the beds a great deal of care. 
The 
earth m ust be dug to a t least three 
feet and filled in with peat, mixed 
with manure, leaf mould o r something 
of th at description. 
The object of tihe planting is to se­ 
cure an imposing display rath er than 
a mix a great m any varieties together, 
but planting them 
In large masses, 
practicing bold planting so th a t the 
effect will be striking as soon as ap­ 
proached, the perennials among 
the 
shrub 3 giving a fine color effect.

Frank II. Hitchcock to be postm aster 
general, followed by that of Senator 
Knox to bo secretary of state, and the 
generally accepted report that George 
W. W lckersham of New York is the 
choice of Mr Taft for attorney gen­ 
eral, Indicates that the slate is being 
made up rapidly 
and that an an­ 
nouncement of the entire cabin* t may 
be expected before many weeks.
